luring  the  latter  part  of  February  1945,  the  Je9>aneie  engag¬ 
ed  In  a  pregren-of  murder,  looting,  and  deetruotlon  In  the  mvinlclpallty  of 
Lipa,  Batangae  Province,  Zuion  P,  X.  (El,  2). 


One  civilian  woman  was  bayonet  ted  to  death  because  she  re¬ 
fused  to  submit  to  tho  advances  of  a  Japanese  officer  (R  9,  10). 

Two  groups  of  civilians  of  two  hvuidred  and  three  hundred 
respectively  were  pushed  Into  wells  where  they  perished  either  by  drowzH 
Ing,  being  crushed  by  heavy  objects  dumped  upon  them,  or  by  gunfire  (R  13, 
18). 


Another  group  of  over  five  hundred  civilians  was  led  to  a 
brook  where  the  entire  number  wore  bayonetted,  practically  atll  of  them 
dying  (R  36,  4t,  46). 


The  other  group,  composed  of  some  six  hundred  civilians, 
was  assembled  by  the  Japanese  at  tho  Llpa  Cathedral  and  bayonetted  to 
death  (R  31). 


Other  nttziders  and  boyonettlngs  of  a  smaller  group  took  place 
at  or  about  the  some  time  (R  37). 


In  March  1945  the  Japanese  burned  the  city  of  Llpa  and  destro:^ 
ed  Its  utilities,  including  the  water  system  (R  3).

Japanese  officers  end  orlisted  rron  under  the  corntrend  of 
0  Captain  WATANh?.E.  onea^od.  in  one  of  bno  se^'orel  pir.Uivc 
expeditions  in  Famy  left  the  tow.rhip  of  Lll’acao, 

Capiz  Province,  on  lO  DeefeKbor  for  Iloilo  City  IR  1). 

Tho  next  morning,  thesy  ren'.hel  Ci-'^'p  Ii''po’.»el0  noar  Tapoz, 

Capiz  Provinco,  w'nL'ih  7/ar,  fii’di:  bijr:oondco-,  ar.c;  then  C»^ptnin 
WATANABE  and  his  soldi ‘is  oi.t  rod  the  Camp  proper.  Sixteen 
Americans  along  with  three  ol'ners  who  h’d  been  c&ptiucd  pre¬ 
viously,  were  placed  under  guard  without  food  or  water  (_R  1). 

In  tho  afternoon  of  20  December  one  of  the  Aiporlcan 

women  was  reoii  kneelinR  witn  t?.od.  bch.Jnd  her 

and  beesing  Cnpcai.i  ''’ivli'H/vBE  for  meroy.  Captain  , 

Ir^norei  h-r  pleas  and  aaew  nU  Samj/ai  swerd.  An  hour  later, 
inside  a  bouse  that  wr.s.  aj.rcady  in  flames ;  were  disceveroA 
twelve  bodies  ard  there  was  a  otrenR  odor  of  i.rnniyig  flesh. 
Seme  of  tho  victims  hed  been  bnyoiiotted  and  s'>if'0  had  been 
bonoaded  (P.  2).  Three  weeks  latcv,  anotao”  witress  who  was 
fomi‘'ier  with  the  names  of  mos-c  of  the  A  oricanr.  \ir,:..ted  the 
scone  and  was  able  to  identify  the  remains  of  tho  victims 
from  teeth,  bits  of  burned  clothing,  hair.,  llontif i.oation 
tags,  and  a  truss.  The  rofl’air.a  wore  tsKan  frou  two  bornod 
dwellings  end  buried  D.ri.tha  o.n’iich  .it  Katipon.-jn  (R  5,  9). 

On  the  day  cf  the  oxo-cutvon,  one  PiJ.iplno  v,ho  was  In  hieing 
reported  tbet  he  had  seen  blood  cn  tho  trousers  of  one  of 
the  Japenoso  gairds  (R  5,6)  and  tint  one  of  the  Japanese 
told  Fliif.lnoc  that  (ho  .irrericar-s  whom  they  had  feare(:  wore 
now  gone  and  that  the  Fill  pi  os  Kh.oiud  obey  tho  Jooanese 
(R  6),  Anolhr'i’  witness  vci  if  j.oq  that  she  saw  smoke  i  ctiiing 
from  the  Hepevale  area  on  the  date  of  the  massacre  (f‘8) 
end  t.hct  hejp  b."other  and  a  coUiMn  saw  tho  bodies  in  three 
burned  honses  (II  9?  11).  Pome  of  tlio  rs.tiains  of  tho  Americans 
were  leentifiei  (R  11) ,  Txo  of  the  bedtoa  were  not  burned  and 
were  fcuivl  outiice  (Ii  11),  All  of  the  victiics  except  Mrs, 
Rounds,  her  siii,  Doufjles,  the  Clerdy  family  and  /Ibsjt  KING 
were  members  of'tne  faculty  of  the  Central  Philippine  College  • 
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
